to the air and commenced dancing, 
while at the same time he broke out in 
a -wild chant tellini? all about the palaver, 
beginning from the time the mother oi 
t h e girl under dispute was born, telling 
how she had lived, how many children 
she had borne, how much her husband 
loved her. 
As he chanted he occasion- 
ally appealed first to one side of the 
square and then to another, asking them 
if what he said was true or not.

NATURAL GAS. 


Hon T. P. Keator DeliTers an Exhaust- 
tiTe Address Before the Busi- 
ness Men's Exchange. 


There was a notable gathering at the 
parlors of the BnsinesB Men's Exchange 
last night when Hon. J. B. White, the 
president, 
introduced 
Hon. T. P. 
Keator. 
After art elegant introduction 
Mr. Keator said: 


"There is no question but we are on 
the verge of a revolution in the mann- 
faotnring world and the great factor in 
that revolution is the 'fnel of the fa- 
tare"—natural gas. Competition among 
manafftctarers has made prices so low 
that cheapness of production withoat 
cheapening the quality of che goods has 
become an absolute necessity. 
If the 
enormons fnel bills of all big industrial 
enterprises could be eliminated it would 
of itself be a large dividend on their capi- 
tal stock and value of épiant'. 


Wherever water power in sufficient 
volume abounds great manufacturing 
cities have sprung up. 
Minneapolis and 
ether cities of this type show how every 
inch of the capacity of cheap power is 
tested. 
Natural gas, cheaper 
than 
water power, affords not only motive 
energy but heat and light as well, and 
manufacturies must clnster about where 
it abounds." 


Mr. Keator then explained the use of 
natural gas in the manufacture of iron, 
glafis, etc., its convenience over coal and 
the better quality of all products by 
what is known as the natural gas pro- 
cess. 


The question of "will it last?" was 
then dibCUBsed. 
Qas wells have been 
known and used in Ghina for 2,000 years 
and 
their flames writhing and twist- 
ing for centuries in India and Persia re- 
ceived the orisons of the Fire Worship- 
ers. 
It is the opinion of the most 
learned scientists that gas is constantly 
being created in the interior of the earth 
and m its efforts to escape has,ever since 
authentic histoiy, was begun kept the 
earth rim cracking like the seams of an 
overcharged boiler. 
Gas wells in Penn- 
sylvania thut have been burning for 
eighteen years show to day increased 
pressure and a gi eater volume of gas 
flowing 
than 
when 
"drilled in." 
A big gas well in the state of New York 
has been flowing since 1833. The Find- 
lay, O., field has been yielding gas for 
thirty years, and is to-day stronger than 
ever. 
The fact that the capitalists of 
Pittsburg, Pa., have in the last two 
years laid 450 miles of natural gas mains 
and that the ¿standard Oil company has 
invested $8,000,000 in the same business 
in various cities in the same period of 
time goes to show that the great mon- 
eyed interests of the country believe the 
supply is permanent. 


_Tiie Indiana gas field comprises 2,000 
square zailes more than all the gas fields 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania or the rest of the 
world pat together, and in it are likewise 
the greatest wells or 'gushers' known. 
This vast territory with its tremendous 
supply, estimated by the United States 
coast survey, a high authority, as more 
valuable than all the coal fields or the 
diamond mines of South Africa, sweeps 
around Fort Wayne to the south and 
west, placing us virtually at the edge of 
the 'gas belt,' and for all practical par- 
poses directly in it. 


The advantages and luxury to the 
private citizens, with no wood to cut or 
coal to carry in or ashes to carry out, no 
wood pile to be robbed, presents a 
most attractive picture. 
To manufac- 
turers the economy and superiority of 
natural gas fuel is simply astounding. 
The hundreds of manufactories that use 
from $5,000 to $500,000 of fuel per an- 
num must come into the 'gas belt' where 
fuel is virtually free and make the above 
enormous annual savings or else aban- 
don all hope of competition with those 
competitors already locating there.

can produce, fnel, heat, light and mo- 
tive power and requires no expensive 
mining. 
The mani^aoturing "boom" is 
now succeeding the real estate "boom" 
and it is a boom that has come to stay 
and grow. 


In view of this what will Fort Wayne 
do? 
Another year, or even winter, 
withoat natural gas will be a most sen- 
ous blow at oar best interests. Too 
mach praise cannot be given to the men 
who have the nerve to invest their 
money in boring wells and testing the 
local gas field, but when these experi- 
ments are ended and if no gas be found, 
what then? 
Let these experimental 
borings be concluded quickly and a pipe 
line organized from the powerful gas 
territtry of Jay and Blackford counties, 
where Fort Wayne capitalists already 
own 12,000 acres of the best gas lands in 
the world, with enough wells of tremend- 
ous volume already developed to supply 
a dozen towns like Fort Wayne, The 
speaker then gave descriptions of the 
ninety-mile pipe to Buffalo, N. T., from 
the Warren field and the pipe lines at 
Pittsburg, Wheeling, Johnstown, Mc- 
Eeesport, Youngstown and many other 
cities, and closed with a glowing picture 
of the future and the "boom" that 
awaited Fort Wayne, when natural gas 
was flowing in her streets and at th e 
fnmaoe doors of her factories.

Appalling Death List in Chicago. 
CHICAGO, July 1 9 . — I t is not easy to 
realize the extent of the calamity on this 
city by the awful heat of Saturday and 
Sunday. If the same number of people 
had been lost in a shipwreck a confla- 
gration, a railroad accident, or a disaster 
of any kind, the public would have been 
appalled. The figures are startling. At 
the latest returns the number of persons 
snnstmck and overcome by heat was 
193. Of these 137 were fatal, 19 were 
dying, 22 had recovered and 15 were on 
the way to recovery. 


Ravages of Cholera. 
CATANIA, Italy, July 19.—Forty-two 
cases of cholera and twenty-iive deaths 
were reported here yesterday. Of 117 
soldiers 
already 
attacked, 
sixty-two 
have died. 
An exodus of inhabitants is 
beginning. 


Bo<«ton Long Ago. 
An Englishman visiting Boston in 
16'. )9 wrote as follows of some of aome 
of his observations: 


*'If you kiss a woman in public, 
though otlered as a courteous saluta- 
tion, if information is given to tiie se- 
lect members both shall be whipped 
or fined. But the good-humored lasses, 
to make you amends, will kiss the 
kinder in a corner. A captain of a ship, 
who had been on a long voyage, hap- 
pened to meet his wife and kissed her 
ill the street, for which he was fined 10 
shillings, and forced to pay the money. 
Another inhabitant of the town was 
fined 10 shillings for kissing his own 
wife in his garden, and obstinately re- 
fusing to pay the line, endured twenty 
lashes at the gun. At this rate one o'f 
the delightfulest customs of the world 
will in time be (juite thrown out of 
fashion, to the old folks' sat sfaction, 
but to the jouug ones' lamentations, 
who love it as well in New England as 
we do in the old." 


The same writer continues his ob- 
servations and relations as follows: 


"Every tenth m a n is c h o s e n a s o n e of 
the select, who have power together to 
regulate and punish all disorders that 
happen in their several neighborhood 
The penalty for drunkenness is whip- 
ping or a c rown; cursing or swearing, 
the same fine, or to be bored through 
the tongue with a hot iron. But get 
your select member into your company 
and treat him, and you may do either 
without offense, and be as safe as a par- 
ishioner here in a tavern in the church- 
warden's company in sermon time." 


Another writer at a period a hundred 
years later (178H) pays the following 
tribute to the people of Boston town. 
1:1 e says : "The Bostonians unite sim- 
plicity of morals with the French po- 
liteness, and delicacy of manners which 
render virtue more amiable. 
They are 
hospitable to strangers and obliging to 
friends; they are tender 
husbands, 
fond and almost idolatroas parents, 
and kind masters. 
Music, which their 
teachers formerly proscribed as a dia- 
bolical art, begins to make a part of 
their education. In some houses yoiL 
hear the forte-piano. 
* » 
• The 
young women here enjoy the liberty 
they do in England, that they did in 
Geneva when morals ^ r e there and 
the republic existed, £nd they do not 
abuse it. Their frank and tender hearts 
have nothing to fear from the pertidy 
of men. Examples of this perfidy are 
rarej the vows of love are believed, and 
love always respects them, or shame 
lollows the guilty."

Earthquake Shocks Leave a Town in 
Buins and the Terror Stricken 
People Flee to the 
Country. 


ST. LOTTIS, July 19.—A special from 
El Paso, Texas, says: Close upon the 
heels of the earthquake at Bavispe, 
con^e the details of a still great calamity 
at Baoariao, a town twenty miles from 
Bavispe. It bad before the catastrophe 
1.200 inhabitants. 
When Bavispe was 
destroyed the town was badly shaken 
up and most of the inhabitants fled. 
Since then the town of Bacariac has 
been visited by a succession of shocks 
that have reduced the whole town to 
rnins, most of the people escaping, as 
they fled to the countiy terror-stricken 
on the first disturbance. 


Burned by Gas at Miincie.

I was chatting with the Vice Presi- 
dent of one of the trunk lines of rail- 
way, when a messenger entered With 
an important contract, h a v i n g 
twenty- 
one years t o run. I t w a s a traffic agree- 
m e n t with a c o m p e t i n g line, a n d w a s a 
very valuable document. 
I t h a p p e n e d 
to b e written with a type-writer in ant- 
line ink. 
U p o n s e e i n g this h e posi- 
tively refused to sign t h e paper. H e 
then took the contract to the President 
of the road, and said: "Air. 
, if you 


want to sign this contract you can do 
it, but I never will." 
"VSlien asked 
why, he replied: "It is written in ani- 
line ink, which fades, and long before 
the expiration of this contract this doc- 
ument will be entirely faded and prac- 
tically worthless. 
The result was the 
return of the contract, with a request 
that hereafter all important documents 
the preservation of which is desirable 
should be written in ink that would not 
fade. 
During Gen. Orant's term as 
President one of his Cabinet officers 
discovered that the records of an im- 
portant branch of one of the depart- 
ments had been for two years written 
in purple ink. He at once issued an 
order forbidding its use in the depart- 
ment, purchased a new set of books in- 
to which the two years' records were 
copied, and thus saved what in a few 
years would otherwise have been lost. 
It is one of the problems of chemistry 
to find something whioh will make per- 
m a n e n t t h e beautiful

but thus far all efforts have failed. It 
is g r o w i n g m o r e a n d more t h e c u s t o m 
to have deeds, contracts, a n d valuable 
d o c u m e n t s printed on a type-writer i n 
aniline ink.
